2d Offset Hike 
In Gas Rates Asked 
By So. Counties 


Faced with a hike of $4.7 
million annually in the cost of 
naturs! gas purchased from 
its out-of-state supplier, Sow- 
thern Counties Gas Co. today 
asked the state Public Utiti- 
ties Commission to authorize 
an offsetting increase in rates 
to Southland gas ushers 

On the average household- 
er’s gas bill, this increase 
would amount to about 4%, or 
25 to 360 cents per month
